WASHINGTON, March 26.—The chair laid 
before the senate the president’s message 
transmitting the report of the civil service 
commission, Referred. 

Amouvg the bills introduced” was one by Mr. 
Hloar, providing for inquests under national 
suthority. Mr. Hoar said the bill was sug- 
vested by the reports of the recent occurrences 
at Carrollton, Miss. The senate had had no 
informaticnin regard to those occurrences: 
butthe news papers of both political parties 
seemed to agree about them. 
According to these reports, a wanton 
snd unprovoked crime had been committed, 
resulting in the death of large nuinbers of cit- 
ivens, in Which all the victims were of one 
race, and he presumed, of one political party, 
sudallthe murderers of another. Such occur- 
renees, vnfortunately, had been of frequent 
oceurrence, but when investigated were apt to 
iakea political turn.

THE EDMUNDS RESOLUTIONS. 

The Edmunds resolutions were then placed 
before the senate and Mr. Ingalls took the 
wOCr. 

Mr. Ingalls said he would take up the ques- 
lion where the opposition left. it, He would 
begin where they closed. He conceded all 
ihe demoeratic senators demanded as to the 
constitutional power of the executive as to 
appointments to office, Thejudiciary commit- 
tee’s reportdid not impair or infringe on the 
admitted bigh prerogatives of the president. 
Mr. Ingalls distinctly and absolutely denied 
that the senate had asked for the president's 
reasons forsuspending anybody from office. 
In hismessage voluntarily sent to the senate. 
however, the president started out with an 
nnfounded imputation upon the position 
tfthe majority in thesenate. He said the 
écnatorsand the committees had importuned 
ihe executive for his reasons for suspensions. 
Mr. Ingalls denied this, and challenged any- 
body, on behalf of the administration, to point 
out one word or fact on which the president's 
statement could be justly founded. Unless 
fome senator should now, while the debate 
was going on, say something in support of that 
Statement, which Mr. Ingalls denied, he would 
assume that his denial could not be met. It 
had also been said that “private” papers had 
heen asked for. Mr. Ingalls denied this also, 
and would be glad tohear any senator say 
when, how, or where the senate had asked 
for any private papers. The  repub- 
licans, of Kansas, also believed, and 
Ingalls beheved that no republican could hold 
public cfice under a democratic administration, 
without either sacrificing his convictions or 
iorfeiting his self-respect. Accordingly when 
ihe new administration was inaugurated, those 
who held office in that state began with one 
consent to make causes for retiring to private 
jile.

Mr. Ingalls said when the people decided on 
a change of administration, that implied that 
there should be a change of the agencies 
through which the administration might be 
made effectual. Unlessthe president of the 
United States was to be amummy swathed in 
cloths that would render him absolutely in- 
effectual of vital functions, he must have the 
powers commensurate with his duties, After 
the election the democrats expected to get in, 
the republicans to get out. Bat anew genesis 
had come about of late years—a class of polit- 
ical philosophers, who believed that non-par- 
tisanship was the panacea for all the evils that 
afflicted the republic—men who decried the 
operation of the American system, as they 
called it. This new party had been recruited 
from the republican party. If there was any 
genuine civil service reformer who had de- 
serted the ranks of the democracy, history 
did not record his name. [Laughter.] The 
neuter gender, Ingalls said, was not popular, 
cither in nature or in science. “Male and 
female created he then.’

If that could “sex” be called, 
which the sex had none, resulting sometimes 
from a cruel caprice of nature, at others from 
accident or malevolent design, possessing the 
vices of both and the virtues of neither, 
‘laughter], unable either to be, get or to bear, 
possessing neither fecundity nor vitality, en- 
dowed with contempt of men and deri- 
sion of women, doomed to sterility, isolation 
and extinuation. |Laughter.| “But,” said 
Mr. Ingalls, “they havetwo functions, they 
sing .falsette [great laughter], and they are 
usually selected as the guardians of the 
seraglios of Oriental despots. [Renewed 
laughter.} To come from figure to fact, he 
continued, this third party had distinguished 
itself by singing in the falsette phrases of 
civil service reform, and had been selected as 
the guardian of conscience of the national gov- 
ernment. * * * * If, when Mr Cleve- 
land was inaugarated, he had determified that 
the functions of the government shoald be 
exercised by men of his own party the nation 
would have been content, and hereon was 
founded justification that the majority of 
the senate could use in demanding that no 
action should be taken in connection with these 
proposed removals from office until there had 
been satisfactory assurances that injustice had 
not been done. It it were understood that 
these removals were made for political reasons, 
the country would be content; the republican 
majority in the senate would be content. Mr. 
Ingalls referred to the removals of fourth class 
postmasters and calculated that these had been 
made at the rate of four an hour during the 
calendar year. 

Mr. Cockre]!l inquired how many fourth 
class postmasters there were in the country. 

Mr. Ingalls did not know. 

Mr. Cockrell said there were 50,000, and of 
these only about 8,000 had been removed. 

“Well,” said Mr. Ingalls, * the administra- 
tion did the best it could; angels could do no 
more. {|Laughter.} He suggested that Cock- 
rell curb his impatience and impetuosity. 
The postmaster general would ‘get there’ in 
time. One for every fifteen minutes was not 
so bad. How many do you expect?” Mr. 
Ingalls read from the Boston Herald an in- 
terview with the president, which represents 

the president as saying, among other things, 
that the senate had not called on him for the 
papers, “That complaint,” Mr. Ingalls commen- 
ted, ‘no longer exists.’”’ {Uproarous laughter. | 

After referring to Mr. Wilson’s application 
of the word “‘protoplasmic” to the democratic 
party, and Mr. Voorhees’s criticism of it, Mr. 
Ingalls said. “Geologists have found in rocks 
illustrations of a being that occurred in the 
transition from fish to bird. There is an ex- 
tinct creature called by geologists ‘pterodac- 
ty], or winged reptile, which 1s a lizard with 
feathers on its tail. It appears to me that the 
political system that illustrates in its practical 
operations the appointment by the same ad- 
ministration of Eugene Higgins and Dorman 
5b. katon can properly be regarded as in the 
transition epoch, and characterized as ‘ptero- 
dacty!l’ in politics. [Great laughter.} Like 
that animal, it is equally adapted 
to wadcdling and dabbling in the slime 
and mud of partisan polites, and soaring aloft 
with loud cridsinto the glittering and opa- 
lescent empyrean ‘of civil service reform.” 
(Great langhter and applause on the floor and 
in the galleries. | 

Mr. Edmunds said there was very little left 
for him lo doin closing the debate after the 
exhaustive exposition made by the senator 
from, Kansas, (Ingalls. The present presi- 
dent, hesaid, had no mission except to exe- 
cute the law. When hecame into office he 
had comein onthe profession that the great 
mass of administrative functions in the gov- 
ernment should no longer be the stakes for 
which political gamblersshould play. If the 
administration had waited it would 
have had all the ottices in 
the course of its term by the usual 
exigencies and the operations of official terms. 
The trouble was that if the president’s senti- 
ments on civil service were sincere—as we 
must assume them to have been--he did not 
select advisers who favored it. Of all seven 
of his principal advisers, there was only one 
who did not believe that the mission of the 
democratic party was to get every ollice in the 
government as the result of an election. And 
that that was what the election was for. Com- 
ing to the question immediately before the 
senate, Mr. Edmunds said it was simply 
whether the two houses of congress had the 
right to see the papers affecting the business 
of the government.’ What the senate asked 
for was not the motives or reasons, but the 
ofticial facts concerning the state of the public 
service. “If,” said Mr. Edmunds, ‘*‘you took 
out of this very presence, at this moment, the 
influenceof executive patronage to be given to 
the senators and their friends, there would 
not be five votes in this chamber against any 
one or all the resolutions proposed by the ju- 
diciary committee. There is the ‘grip,’ and 
the ‘ox,’ I believe, as the Scripture says,‘knows 
his masters stall,’ and anybody here,” Mr. 
Edmunds said, ‘who had a henchman ora 
friend whe was not in office, or being in office 
was liable to be turned out, who would vote 
against his party to say there should be re- 
vealed things told today by the senator from 
Indiana (Harrison); the senator from Illinois 
(Logan ), and the senator from Kansas (Ingalls), 
wou!d find that the lines of political preference 
would fall in other place than theirs.” 

Mr. Harris inquired of Mr. Edmunds whether 
the third resolution meant that in all cases of 
nominations to fill vacancies caused by sus- 
pensions, etc., in which the papers have been 
demanded and not furnished, that the senate 
should refuse to consider such nominations 
altogether, or that it was the duty of the sen- 
ate to reject the nominee without inquiry as 
to his merit or his qualifications, because the 
papers had not been furnished. 

Mr. Edmunds said that when papers or in- 
formation were necessary to the senate’s 
action, and they could not be got, then it would 
uuder the resolutions, be the duty of the senate 
to refuse to agree to what the president pro- 
posed, and for the reasons stated. 

Mr. Harris reminded Mr. Edmunds that the 
only question put by the chair tothe senate, 
when acting on nominations, was: “Will the 
senate advise and consent to this nomina- 
tion?” What was required of the senate by 
its duty, Mr. Harris said, was action, not non- 
action. 

Mr. Edmunds said when the necessary in- 
formation was withheld, the senate was not 
called upon to act, 

Mr. Ingalls was followed by Mr. Harrison, 
Logan and Edmunds, in set speeches, with oc- 
casional interruptions by the democratic sena- 
tors. 

THE TEST ON SECRET SESSIONS, 

The question was then, on Mr, Van Wyck’s 
amendment, providing that ‘in all such cases 
of removals; the matter of confirmations shall 
be considered in open session of the senate.’’ 
Mr. Batler thought that if there ever was a 


time in the history of the senate or govern- 
ment when the injunction of secrecy should 
be removed from the proceedings this was the 
occasion. The senate had been talking about 
the star chamber proceedings of the president, 
and attacking him because he had not seen 
fit to disclose to the senate the motives which 
prompted him. and atthe same time it had 
been closing its doors on the nominations, 
which he, (Butler), would be very glad to 
haye discussed in open session, in order that 
the country might understand the reasons 
and grounds assigned by the majorityof the 
senate for refusing to confirm the nomination. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Harrison, Mr, Van- 
Wyck modified hisamendment by omitting 
the words, “of confirmation.” 

Mr. Hoar raised the point that the amend- 
ment was not in order, inasmuch as it changes 
the rules of the senate, and no notice had been 
given of it. 

The president pro tempore sustained the 
point of order, and an appeal taken by Mr. 
Butler was laid upon the table—yeas 31, nays 
28, a strict party vote, except that Van Wyck 
and Riddleberger voted with the democrats. 
The vote is not considered a test of the strength 
of the preposition for open executive session, 
since republicans, who favor the principle, 
voted to table the appeal, and democrats who 
oppose it, voted against tabling it. 

ADOPTING THE RESOLUTIONS, 

Mr. Harris having demanded a separate vote 
upon the resolutions, the first resolution, 
adopting the report of the committees on ju- 
diclary, was adopted—yeas 32, nays 26. 

The second resolution, condemning the re- 
fusal of the attorney general to send copies of 
papers called fer by the senate, was adopted— 
yeas 32, nays 25. 

AN APPEAL TO THE SENATE. 

Against the third resolution, declaring it the 
duty of the senate to refuse confirmations, Mr. 
Gray raised the point that it changed the rules 
of the senate, and was not in order. 

The president pro tempore overruled the 
point of order,and Mr. Gray appealed from the 
decision. 

Mr. Morgan, inferring from some remarks 
of Mr. Edmunds that he held the 
senate to have the right to imprison 
the attorney-general for refusing feeanswer 
the demand made on him in this tl 
inquired of Mr, Edmunds whether that infer- 
ence was correct. 

Mr. Edmunds replied that he was bound to 
cay, for the progress of coustitutional liberty 
and law, that if any officer of the United States 
except the president, about which he would 
go into no discussion now, was lawfully bound 
to answer the demand of either house of con- 
gress, and that if he failed he could be pun- 
ished for contempt. 

Mr. Morgan—The senator has stated~-in his 
resolution that the attorney general is lawfully 
bound to obey this order. 

Mr. Edmunds—Most undoubtedly. 

Mr. Morgan said that Mr, Edmunds evi- 
dently meant to say that the senate had the 
right to call him before it on this issue and 
imprison him for contempt if he did not pro- 
duce the papers. That was the doctrine that 
the senate now proposed to assert, though it 
had been carefully concealed. 

Mr. Gray’s appeal was laid on the table. 

Mr. Brown moved to amerd by striking out 
the third resolution altogether. The motion 
was not agreed to. 

The vote being taken on the third resola- 
tion, it was agreed to. Yeas 50, nays 2. 
Messrs. Mitche)!, of Oregon, Riddleberger and 
VanWyck voted with the democrats. 

Thef§ffourth resolution, condemning the dis 
charge of ex-union soldiers, and the putting 
in their places of men who had rendered no 
military service for the government, was 
then voted on and agreedto, Yeas 5), Nays |. 
(Morgan. ) 

Before the resolution came to a vote, Mr. 
Butler said if he had time he. could demon- 
strate that the republican party had violated 
the law relating to soldiers ten times while 
the present administration “had not departed 
from it once.”’ 

Mr. Morgan offered a_ resolution declaring 
that nothing in the resolutions already adopt- 
ed was to be construed as declaring that the 
conduct of the attorney general rendered him 
liable to impeachment, and that the senate 
disclaims the right or power to punish him by 
imprisonment or otherwise, other than by im- 
peachment, for the offense charged against 
him in the resolutions. 

On Mr, Edmunds’s motion, this resolution 
was Jail onthetable. Yeas 35; nays 26. 

At 9:30 the senate adjourned till Monday.

POWDERLY STRIKES WHILE THE 
IRON IS HOT. 


The Master Workman Wants Conservatism, While 
His Subordinate, Irons, Wants War on 
Capital—~The Engineers Laugh at Both 
~The Labor Situation Generally. 


St. Lovrs, March 26.—Master Workman 
Powderly has issued asecret circular to the 
noble order of the Knights of Labor of Amer- 
ica, Which has just been made public. Mr. 
Powderly instructs the secretary of each as- 
sembly to call a full meeting, and read before 
it the sentiments which follow. The address 
opens with on order to the assembly to cease 
initiating bew members until the relations of 
capital and labor _ shall become tess 
straincd than at present, and continues 

‘To attempt to win concessions or gains with our 
present raw, undisciplined membership, would be 
like hurlipg an unorganized mob against a well 
drilled regular army. It is not fair to the older as- 
semblies to bring in new members, pick up their 
‘uarTe)s & 600n as orgahized, and have them ex- 
pect pecuniary aid from those who helped build 
the order up for a nob) purpose.’’ 

We must not fritter away our strength, and miss 
the opportunity of present success inthe struggle 
against Capilal by rushiug intouseless strikes. To 
the cardinal principles of the order we must 
add another day’s patience. You have had pa- 
ticnce for years, and had not the Knights of Labor 
appeared upon the scene, you would still be wait- 
ing. Your scales of prices must stand as they are 
for the present, if you cannot raise them by any 
other process than & Strike; you must submit to 
injustice at the hands of employers in patience for 
a while longer.

impossible for human Mature to stand 
the strain any longer.

Ifso, strikes must be avoided, boycotts must be 
avoided. Those who boast must be checked by 
their assemblies. Nomove must be made until the 
court of the last resort has been appealed to 
Threats of violence mustnot be made. Politicians 
must be hushed “1 or driven out. Obedtence to 
the laws of the Knighthood must have preference 
over those of any other order. If these things are 
done, the next five years wiil witness the complete 
emancipation of mankind from ihe curse of mo- 
nopoly. In our members we require secrecy, 
obedience, assistance,"patience and courage. If 
with these aids you strengthen my hands, I will 
continue in the work. If you do not desire to as- 
sist me in this way. then select a man better quali- 
fied to obey your will, and I will retire in his 
favor. 
MR. IRONS SAYS ALL MUST STRIKE. 

“Is there any probability of the strike ex- 
tending any farther?” asked a reporter of 
Chairman Martin Irons, of the Knights of 
Labor at East St. Lonis last night. 

“Ves,” answered Irons, “the strike will 
probably extend throughout the whole United 
States.” 

“ Will it be confined to railroad employes? ” 

‘No, sir. The move today is but the begin- 
ping of the end. Not only the railroad em- 
ployes will be called out, but the order will go 
cut to allthe Knights of Labor in this coun- 
try, regardless of their occupation,” 

“Then it will bea general strike?” 

“Yes. sir. The order of Knights of Labor 
has got to be recognized.” 

“When will this general 
out?” 

‘T cannot say as tothe time, but it will be 
very soon—within a few days.” , 

[RONS’S METHODS CONDEMNED. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 26.—General Secre- 
tary Turner, of the executive board of the 
Knights of Labor, this afternoon, when shown 
a copy of the St. Louis Despatch, in which 
Chairman [rons is quoted as saying the strike 
would probably very soon extend throughout 
the United States, said: 

‘That is all bosh. If Chairman Trons is cor- 
rectly quoted, it simply shows that heis one 
of the men who is at present doing the order 
great injury. Great care should be exercised 
by assembly officials. lest remarks of theirs 
should lead to incendiary acts by hot-blooded 
followers, and thus isjure the cause more ih a 
few hours than could be regained in years. 
There is no truth whatever in the statement 
that there will be a general strike, and the 
executive board does not contemplate issuing 
any such order as is intimated by Mr. Irons in 
the St. Louis Despatch.” 

Mr. Turner declined to be interviewed rela- 
tive to the general situation of the soutwes- 
tern railroads. He, however, indorsed the 
septiments contained in the secret circular 
telegraphed from St. Louis today, in which 
sesemblies are advised to cease admitting new 
mcmbers,and moderation by the present mem- 
bers is urged. This circular was not intended 
for publication, but now that it has reached 
the public, he feels satisfied that the orders of 
the executive board therein contained will be 
sanctioned by the friends of the knights. 

SCRANTON, Pa., March 26.—Master Work- 
man Powderly, of the Knights of Labor, who 
has been confined to his house for several days. 
owing to an accident which he sustained last 
Saturday nightin Bloomington, [lls., where 
he fell and fractured two of his ribs, was called

This must and 
shal] be the last strike undertaken without 
full authority from the executive board, after 
having made a thorough investigation of the 
cause of the trouble, and exhausted every 
possible means of effecting a peaceable settle- 
ment. 

CONDEMNED BY CHIEF ARTHUR. 

CuHicaco, March 26.—Chief Engineer Ar- 
thur, of the Locomotive brotherhood, who is 
hereattending’a conference with the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy managers, is quoted as 
saying: 

“After 1am through hereI will go to Cor- 
sicana, Texas, to settle a little difficulty there. 
I will not go to St. Louis. We have nothing 
to do with the strike and discountenance it. 
Mr. Powderly should have ordered the Knights 
back to work on the Missouri Pacifle or re- 
voked their charters when they acknowledged 
they had no grievances.” 

“I see,” continued Mr. Arthur, “Jay Gould 
is parading a decision of Judge Dillon, to the 
effect that allthe members of the Knights, 
who have property, are liable for the depreda- 
tions by any of their members. Upon this 
supposed decision he is about to bring suit 
against every Knight along the Missouri Pa- 
cific who owns property. I regard this as a 
bluff. The Knights of Labor are not ineorpor- 
ated, and can neither sueor be sued. They 
are not liable except individually, as any citi- 
zen. Let me predict that they will go just as 
the coopers’ union, the miners, machinists and 
othersdid. They strike, anda strike means 
an assessment. An assessment means death. 
Regarding boycotting, I willsay thatour or- 
ganization will have nothing todo with it. I 
do not believe in putting a $3 a day man in the 
same organization with a $1.50 a day man, and 
to our isolation from other associations we 
owe our success. We have not had a strike in 
eight years. Ido not believe in the eight 
hour doctrine. Two hours less work means, 
in too many cases, two hours more loafing 
about the corners, and twe hours more for 
drinking.” 

KNOCKED OFF WITH A HAMMER. 

PALESTINE, Tex., March 26.—Today Judge 
Williams decided thatK.F. Marshall, white, 
and Hamp Derry.fcolored, were guilty of con- 
tempt of court indisobeyingthe Missouri Pa- 
cifie injunction, and remanded them to jail to 
await the sentence of court tomorrow. While 
the above trial was pending this morning, the 
strikers in a Jarge body, with whoops and 
yells, and by the useof obstructions derailed 
an engine, which had been pulled from the 
round house, and moved down to the coal bin 
near the compress. Engineer Jack Kembrough 
knocked one of the colored strikers from the 
engine with a hammer.

ORDERED OUT OF WORK. 


The Latest Developments of Strikes in the 
Southwest, 


sr. Lovrs. March 26.—When the usual hour 
arrived this morning for the day force of 
switchmen to relieve the night gang at the 
Wabash vards in this city, no men appeared, 
anda few minutes later the announcement 
was madethat the entire force had struck. 
This adds about twenty-five more strikers to 
the entire number now out. These men were, 
it is understood, ordered out by the executive 
committee of the Knights of Labor 
in support of the position taken by 
the striking Missouri Pacific employes. 

The situation in East St. Louis this morn- 
ing is serious. The yard masters attempte: 
all the morning te make up and starta freight, 
but were in every instance prevented from 
carrying out their designs by the strikers, 
who are using all means to make the freight 
blockade complete. Coupling pins are moved 
and trains become separated, switches re- 
versed and trains run upon the wrong tracks,and 
in some instances the yard masters restrained 
in efforts toresume freight traffic. No serious 
trouble has occurred yet, but is understood 
the officers of the law will be called on to pre- 
serve order and property,and a conflict be- 
tween them and tho strikers is expected. The 
officials of the Vandalia and Burlington roads 
sent out two freight trains this afternoon 
without serious interference. These were the 
only successful attempts, however, and tratlic 
is almost entirely suspended. 

A freight train made up by the Missouri 
Pacific railroad officials was started out of this 
city, guarded by seventy-five policemen. No 
excitement attended the departure, and it 
passed through the city without interference, 
News.thowever, has been received from the Pa- 
cific, Missouri, about fifty miles out, that the 
accommodation running between here and 
that place, was ditched by the strikers this 
morning. No particulars have been received. 
An engine carrying twenty-five detectives, 
armed with Winchesters, has been dispatched 
thither in anticipation ofa conflict when the 
freight train sent out from_here shall reach 
that place. 


tight Hours for Tobacco Workers. 

BALTIMORE, March 26.—At a meeting last 
night of the employes in the tobacco factories 
in this city, a communication was read from 
Gail & Ax, employing 500 people, reducing the 
hours of labor to eight per day, without re- 
duction of pay.. Today Mariburg Bros., Fel- 
gier & Co., and other leading tobacco manu- 
facturers made a similar announcement. This 
will become general and the strike will be 
avoided. ° 


Warning to American Laborers, 

WASHINGTON, March 26.—Secretary of State 
Bayard has received from Adamson, consul- 
general at Panama, a dispatch in the nature of 
a warning to laborers in the United States to 
whom inducements are offered to go to Colon 
for employment on the Panama canal. Adam- 
son says that there are far more laborers on 
the isthmus than can find work, and that five 
dollars per month and board and lodging far- 
nished on a farm in the United States would 
be better pay than $1.50 a day on canal work 
on the isthmus of Panama. 


MILLER’S SUCCESSOR. 


Sketch of Mr. Hearst, Appointed to Fill the 
Unexpired Term. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal., March 26.—George F. 
Hearst, recently appointed United States sen- 
ator to fillthe unexpired term of the late 
Senator Miller, is about fifty-five years ef age. 
He is achief proprietor of the San Francisco 
Examiner, the only democratic morning 
newspaper in that city, and it is understood 
that he has published it for years at a consid- 
erable loss. Fortunately Mr. Hearst isa very 
wealthy man. He is generally supposed 
to be worth several millions of dollars, 
and has been prominent in many enterprises 
of this state for more than a quarter of a cen- 


tury. He has never held any public office and 


has never seemed to seek any. He was near 
receiving the nomination for governor which 
General Steneman finally obtained, but sap- 
ported Stoneman’s candidature with his news- 
paper and with all the power and influence he 
could command. hen ex-Governor Leland 
Stanford was elected United States senator by 
a republican legislature, Mr. Hearst. was the 
choice of the democratic minority. He has 
always been a democrat and in fall accord with 
the party, and he is anti-railroads, anti-monop- 
oly and anti-Chinege, 


GLADSTONE’S POLICY. 


THE PREMIER SPEAKS TO THE COM- 
MONS. 


He Will Introduce the Home Rule Bill Pirst, and 
Follow it With the Land Purchase Scheme—

Lonpon, March 26.—Mr. Gladstone and 
ail the ministers attended this afternoon‘s cab- 
inet meeting. The session lasted an hour and 
a quarter.

r both before and after the meeting. 


Mr. Gladstone appeared in the house of com- 
mons inis afternoon. Referring to the an- 
nouncement made in! his behalf yesterday by 
Mr. Harcourt, Mr. Gladstone said that the 
statement that he would make on April Sth, 
would take the form of 
the introduction of a bill for the 
fyture government for Ireland. This an- 
nouncement produced a sensation. It is now 
believed that the premier has, in deference to 
the opposition to his own party, decided to 
abandon. temporarily. at least, his scheme for 
buying out the landlords of Ireland, and to 
make home rule, in some form, pure and sith- 
ple, the basis of his lrish proposals. 

A wore careful study of Gladstone's state- 
ment throws doubt on the belief that the intro- 
duction of the home rule bill would necessa- 
rily shelve the land purchase bill. Mr. Cham- 
berlain tonight said that the discussion in to- . 
day’s cabinet council had only intensi- 
fied the cTisis. It had not, 
however, precipitated any resigna- 
tious. A final effort will probably be made 
the coming week to eflect a compromise be- 
tween the premier and the disputants in the 
cabinet. 

The government supporters have been pri- 
vately assured that the government’s Irish 
programme has been settled by the cabinet. 
The home rule measure will be introduced 
first and will be followed immediately by the 
land bill. Both measnres, if passed by the 
house of commons, will be presented to the 
house of lords together. Chamberlain and 
Trevziyan will remain in the cabinet till the 
home rule bil? has been tabled.

WILMINGTON IN FLAMES. 
Fire Within a 


The Disastrous 

Month. 

WILMINGTON, N. C., March 26.--At 2 o’clock 
this morning a fire was discovered in the small 
wooden building in the lot of Burr & Eailey, 
in the rear of their foundry and machine 
shops, South Front street. The fire quickly 
communicated to the adjoining property, de- 
stroying the large frame building and brick 
tenement row owned }y Burr and Bailey. 
Thence the flames leaped across Second street, 
burning the large brick building known as the 
Carr block, and containing several stores on 
the first floor and occupied as residences above. 
About half past 2 the sparks ignited the roof 
of the livery stable of T. J. Southerland on 
Princess street, two blocks dis- 
tant, which were quickly burned. 
The county jail, a large brick building, 
then took fire and was totally destroyed. 
large number of prisoners confined there were 
all rescued. Alexander Stewart,a notorious 
criminal, just sentenced to twenty years in the 
penitentiary, escaped. This section of the fire 
then stopped. Inthe meantime the fire was 
burning furiously on Record street, and the 
thousands of people assembled were filled with 
the gloomiest apprehensions. The roofs of 
many buildings in the vicinity were taking fire 
from the thousands of sparks, and it was with 
the greatest difliculty that these many small 
fires were extinguished. The entire fire de- 
partment was called out. and after a desperate 
struggle of three hours the fire was checked, 
The details of the loss and insurance are not 
known. Itis estimated that about $20,000 to 
$25,000 will cover the loss. The insurance is 
not very large. The fire is thought to have 
been aecidental.

KILLED BY A ROCK. 


A FATAL ENCOUNTER AT A WAL- 
TON BALL. 


A Drunken Man Insists Upon a Yonng Lady Dane-

He replied that he was no more than 
the man she was dancing with, and at this 
time called up Stovall and proved by him that 
he had not seen him drink much. Young 
Moon espoused the young lady’s cause, and a 
few angry words ensued between them, when 
Harris invited him out of doors, where they 
could settle it. Herefused togo and Harris 
undertook to force him out, when Stovall in- 
terfered and ordered Harris’. le: him alone. 
Harris caught hold of Moor ' was endeav- 
oring toget him out. Int? ‘antime Stovall 
went out the back <loor, g.- rock, returned 
through the house, ond fin. ig Harris stand- 
ing on the steps by himself, his young 
brother having succeeded in getting him to the 
steps alone, thus attempting to still the fuss. 

STRUCK AND KILLED, 


Quickly, but with great force, Stovall pitched : 


the rock at Harris, hitting him as stated. 
Harris fell dead on the spot. He never utter- 
ed a moan or word afterwards. This threw 
the entertainment into the wildest confusion 
and disorder. A constable being preseut ar- 
rested Stovall at once. 

WILFUL MURDER. 

The coroner’s inquest was held within a 
short time afterwards, and a verdict «hargitg 
the killing to Stovall, finding it to be willful 
murder was rendered. He was handcuffed and 
carried to Monroe jail. He takes the matter 
with perfect contentment. It has made no 
impression upon bim whatever.

Affecting Scene at the Recognition of an Old 
Photograph. 

WASHINGTON, March 26.—‘“I shall go over 
to England, merely call the Tichborge family 
together and say, ‘Herel am. Whatare you 
going todo about it” I shall establish my 
identity by ways and means entirely outside 
of courts of law. Indeed, I feel neither anxi- 
ety nor a great deal of interest in the matter.” 
It was the California claimant to the title and 
inheritance of the Tichborne estates who 
spoke. He had risen to bis feet, and stoud five 
feet, ten incbes, straight as the side of a house. 
He spoke with the utmost composure and 
evinced neither arrogance noran inclmation 
to volubility. 

The story of this man, who called himself 
Charles Ogden Ferris for so many years, and 
was twice married under that name, has been 
told at great length in a San Francisco letter 
to the Herald as long ago as June 29, 1851}. 

The scene that followed the rising of this 
man from his chiar was, however, a 
most curious and interesting one. 
The circumstances were these: A journal of 
the capita) published on last Sunday a long ac- 
count of this man’s history substantially sim- 
ilar to that printed nearly five years 
ago. It also anuounced his _pres- 
ence in Washington. The narrative was 
read by a Mrs. Kate Howard, a member of the 
family of Mr. Kidwell, a druggist of George- 
town, and, to the astonishment of her friends, 
she exclaimed: “I lived in the Tichborne fam- 
ily at Upton house, Dorset, for five years, be- 
tween 1457 and 1562. I knew Lady Doughty 
three years before I went to live at Upton, and 
was with her as lady’s maid in London. Why, 
I have a picture of the family in agroup. I 
wonder if he would recognize any of them?” 

THE PICTURE TEST. 

When all wére seated the crumpled, photo- 
graphic proof was laid in front ofthe claimant. 
He took the crumpled picture in both hands, 
the clutch of his right being taken hy his 
thumb against the stamps of his fingers. 
After a moment he laid it down and drew out 
his eyeglasses. As he raised the picture again 
the cuff of his sleeve exposed acircle of ivy 
leaves tattooed in pale blue about the wrist. 
Gazing intently at the faces a few moments 
a smile gradually spread from the corners of 
his mouth to the upper confines of his face, 
and he said in a low voice, as if to himself: 

“There's old Aunt Kate, sure as the wor!d!”’ 

He indicated the dowager accurately, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Howard. Anothor figare in 
the group—a brotherofSir Percival —he also 
selected with some hesitation. His old sweet- 
heart, Kate Doughty, that was, he had great 
difficulty in naming.

Kast Porm, Ga,, March 26.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.J—Intelligent farmers from the 
north are seeking homes iv our section, anid 
many are very favorably impressed with our 
climate and soil. on 
” Recently Mr. B, L, Giddings, a} wide-awake 
young farmer from New York state, bought a 
farm in this neighborhood and located upon 
it, Wishing to form his acquaintance nnd 
gather such information from him as. would be 
of interest to the readers of .Tux Constitv- 
TION, especially the farmers of this section. 
and of value to others who contemplate locat- 
ing in this part of Georgia, the writer visited 
his farm one day last week. ° 

The place is beantifully loeated on the Cen- 
tral railroad, about one anda half miles south 
of the fast Pointdepot, and consists of one 
hundred acres of jand. A small creek runs 
throngl: near the center and lying on either 
side the creek, isa wide stretch of rich bot- 
tom land.

The first thing that-attracts notice upou 
reaching the farm are the preparations being 
made to perfect the drainage of the bottom.

A Leaf From the Past. 

A correspondent of the Creenesboro Her- 
ald, who signs himself ‘‘Observer,’’ has been 
writing some very suggestive letters to that 
paper. There is one paragraph in his last 
that is worth considering. He is talking 
about the tremendous efforts our farmers 
have been making since the war to make 
both ends meet; and he says: ‘‘Do some of 
our older citizens remember how we man- 
aged during the war? Thenthe acreage of 
cotton was limited by law; and we not only 
provided for our families, but we furnished 
a tithe for the army. Nobody starved. On 
the contrary, there was the greatest abund- 
ance.’’ 

The older readers of Ti1E CONSTITUTION 
will verify thisstatement. But itis hardly 
stropg enough. The farming iaterests of 
the south prospered, notwithstanding the 
law regulating the planting of cotton; not- 
withstanding the fact that a majority of the 
agriculturists of the south were in the army; 
and notwithstanding the tyrannical and ut- 
terly unrepublican impressment laws passed 
by the confederate congress. Why was this? 
The answer is plain. The farmers were com- 
pelled to rely on their own resources. 
The whole people were compelled to 
rely on theif own resources. Circum- 
stances made a market for everything 
the farmer had to sell. The produce of the 
farm was in demand. The farmer’s boy 
found a market for his rabbit skins and his 
mink skins. Everything was utilized. 
Every village, every town, every city wasa 
manufacturing center; and in thousands of 
instances the most insignificant country 
neighborhood was the site of one or more 
small industries. 

Everybody was prosperous. The soldiers 
in the field were fed, their families at home 
were taken care of, and as the correspondent 
of the Greenesboro Herald says, ‘‘there was 
the greatest abundance.’’ Why was this? 
The answer is plain. The people of the 
south were compelled to depend on their own 
resources. To supply their own needs they 
were compelled to establish industries to 
supply their wants. The situation amount- 
ed to practical protection. The people were 
compelled to depend on themselves, and 
while there was competition, it was home 
competition. The experience was compara- 
tively brief, but it demonstrated the fact 
that when the farmers and the people have 
home markets, they prosper in the very teeth 
of war and pillage. 


— 


Reformers and Their Remedies. 

When reformers tell the people that the 
times are out of joint, they are sure of an 
attentive audience. When they complain 
of injustice, oppression and the evils of pov- 
erty, and demand a change, they never fail 
to carry the crowd with them, 

But when the reformers propose definite 
remedies for alleged evils, the trouble be- 
gins in earnest. 

Just now there are several conflicting re- 
forms proposed. It is suggested that educa- 
tion will cure all our ills. This is offset by 
the opinion of some that we need a peasant- 
ry, the more ignorant the better. ‘Expan- 
sion of the currency has its advocates. while 
contraction is just as stoutly urged. ‘Picae 
who maintain that only a high tariff will 
Save us, are met by those who contend that 
free trade is our onl y salvation. Some say 
that we must have more legislation, while 


others think that we need less. The fierce ; 


clamor for personal liberty is drowned in 
the shout for a paternal government. To 
add to the miserable perplexity of the situa- 
tion, all the cranks in the country seem to 
be turned loose just at this particular time. 
For the industrial and commercial depres- 
sion the prohibition of the liquor traffic is 
recommended. In the interests of religion 
and morality, able legislators and agitators 
are demanding stringent anti-tobacco laws. 
Other reformers, eqnally as earnest as those 


already mentioned, want to turn the Salva- 
tion Army upen the country at large. 

Perhaps if people would work more and 
talk less the situation would be shorn of its 
darker features. We cannot have continu- 
ous prosperity. Between booms there must 
be depressions. There must be dull times 
as well as flush timcs. No system of moral, 
social or political rules will make all men 
healthy, wealthy and wise. There isa glam- 
our about every reform, but it is difficult to 
find anything tangible behind it. Do 
what we may, we cannot expect to abolish 
sin, misery and poverty. The world has io- 
herited these burdens, and must bear them 
to the end.

During his stay in Philadelphia he 
has rejoiced in ghe possession of on uae 
ually hearty appetite, and his consumption 
of window panes, beer mugs, goblets and 
bottles has been fearful to contemplate. He 
is satisfied, however, that this has not in- 
jured bim in the least. Recently he got 
into the habit of staying out late at night 
and drinking a good deal of whisky. He 
continued to crunch glass and swallow it as 
usual, but the stuff did not assimilate with 
alcohol, and afew nights ago he was taken 
with violent pains inthe stomach. Able 
physicians were called in, and have since 
remained constantly at his bedside. They 
are nonplussed over the case. They have 
discovered that Jones’s interior arrange- 
ments are punctued in hundreds of places, 
and the wonder is that he is still alive. His 
death is a question of a very few weeks. 

Even with death staring him in the face, 
the reckless Texan cannot conquer his mor- 
bid appetite. He piteously begs for an oc- 
casional light lunch in the shape of broken 
glass, and agrees to limit himself to a piece 
three inches square per day, but his doctors 
will not hear to it. Of course this makes 
him irritable, and his temper is further raf- 
fled by the obstinacy with which the medi- 
cal men persist in ascribing his illness to the 
glass-eating habit, while he is confident that 
his trouble is entirely due to Philadelphia 
whisky. It is sadto see this wonderful 
Texan cut offin his prime. With a long 
life before him, he would doubtless astonish 
the world with new gastromic feats and dis- 
coveries. But drink has downed him. He 
could not stand up against the rum fiend.

Why the Times are Hard. 

Mr. Carroll D. Wright, chief of the na- 
tional labor bureau, is not content with the 
statement that last year 1,000,000 men were 
idle—that earnings to the amount of 5500,- 
000,000 were thereby lost. He goes on to 
show what, in his opinion, led to the depres- 
sion that threw such an army of men into 
idleness. 

The cessation of railroad building is first 
on his list. Construction fell from 11,516 
miles in 1882 to about 5,000 miles in 1885. 
At the same time there was a very consider- 
ableshrinkage in railroad operation. The 
entire transportation interest was decreased 
until it severely affected many branches of 
industry. 

Immigration was also largely reduced. In 
1¢82 the arrivals numbered 730,349; last 
year only 332,361 immigrants reached our 
shores—a loss of over fifty per cent. We 
lost the labor of a vast number of: people, 
and we also lost the business connected with 
them ; for immigrants, like other people, have 
to be clothed, housed and fed. 

The failure of the winter wheat crop of 
1#85, and a short corn crop in 1885, doubt- 
less had much to do with the shrinkage in 
exports. We are exporting less, and any 
loss in that direction is a direct reduction ot 
our annual revenue as a people. 

Other causes contributed to the depression 
that has overtaken us. We expanded too 
fastand‘too far during the booming years 
that followed the resumption of specie pay- 
ments. We built too many railroads and 
too many factories. We pushed credit and 
enterprise to, if not beyond, the safety line. 
And the reaction came. The reaction was 
inevitable, and the stoppage in railroad con- 
struction, the | in immigration and the 
failure of some crops were either natural re- 
sults, or else they served to intensify the re- 
action. Fortunately the reaction has about 
run its course, and a counter reaction is be- 
ginning to make its appearance.

BREAKING THE BRONCO. 


A Realistic Sketch of One of the Duties of a 
Cowboy. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle. 


About the 10th of May the foreman of a cow 
outfittis in the nearest town-hiring his men and 
loading a freight train with provisions, The men 
go out to the ranch with{him, and two or three 
days before the round-up, which is usually in the 
latter half of May, the horses are mustered and di- 
vided amongthe men. The ponies thet have been 
running on the range through the winter are 
thrown in with whatever fresh colts the outfit has 

urchased, and the men all proceed to the corral. 
he boss first attends tothe riders who were with 
shim the year before. 

‘Tex, what did you ride?” 

“Coon, Scurro, Pete, Loco, Gotch, Paddy; all 
there is here. Red Cloud was sold with the culls 
and Jaybird ain't been found yet.”’ 

“Well, throw yourtugon that glass-eyed pinto 
next to the bay there, and I'll give you an old un, 


While the boss goes on assigning the horses, Tex 
coils up his riata, a rope of plaited rawhide as large 
as your finger and from fifty to eighty feet long. 
On the end of this is worked a ‘“‘hondoo,”’ or small 
ring of rawhide, through which the rope is dou b- 
led, aud he pulls enough slack through it to make 
aloop fifteen ortwenty feet in circumference. 
Holding the coil in his left hand, he grasps the 
rope just outside the loopand holds it in his 
right hand, doubled back onthe loop. Then he 
throws the loop out behind him and 
shouts to the colt, who makes a dash along the 
side of the corral. 
loop overhand and jerksit taut as ‘it falls over the 
pouy’s head. The frightened colt runsto the end 
ofthe rope at full speed, and meanwhile Tex 
crouches on the ground, with his weight thrown 
back on the rope. Thepony ‘‘changes ends’’ with 
a jerk that almost breaks his neck, and then Tex 
runsupto him. This gives himslack andstarts 
him again, and after the performance has been 
oe through a dozen times the pony has 
earned not to ‘run ona rope’ and the first step 
toward his education is accomplished. He is then 
named. Thisisa subject for debate, and Tex 
finally decides on ‘‘Streaks’’ as appropriate for a 
‘‘paint”’ or piebald horse. Streaks is led out ofthe 
corral, and while one of the other boys holds the 
rope Tex takes another rope, and as the pony runs 
past him, snares his fore feet and throws him on 
the ground. This second rope is passed to another 
man, who holds it so that the pony is powerless. 

slanket and saddle are clinched on, and the 
‘“‘hackamore,’’ a sort of halter with a nose piece 
that will draw tightly when pulled; is put on. To 
this is added a horsehair rope, called a macarte, 
and after a handkerchief has been put over the 
popy seyesthe other loops are loosed.

round like a street paver’s rammer. He is evi- 
dently a “‘plum son of a gun,’’ for he pitches in a 
circle, which is far harder for the rider than if he 
pitched straight ahead. 

The boys shout encouragely: ‘‘Sit him deep, 
Tex,’’ “California him,” ‘thang and rattle,” ‘‘Set 
him afire.’’ “look fora rickley pair to light on,”’ 
“mind that prairie dog town.” Tex piles 
spur and cuerto, shouting ‘]-i-c-a-a,” a talismanic 
word of much more repute among ‘‘bronco bus- 
ters.’’

11m, and Tex manages to jerk his head around so 
thet he heads for home again. When the pony is 
so exhausted that he isa “broke horse.’’ e will 
be harder to ride the second time wben he is bit- 
ted than the first, but by the time he has been 
mounted half a dozen times he will be quite tracta- 
ble. Then he has to be taught to ‘savvy cows,’’ 
and must learn to dodge, stop and whirl around 
like acat. The ‘broke horses’’ that have been 
running locse all winter are apt to be more trouble- 
some than the colts, and the best riders in the ont- 
fit will take the nonsense out of a bad horse if the 
man to whom he is assigned is not a yery ‘‘svifl”’ 
vaquero.

TALMAGE ON LABOR TROUBLES. 


The Golden Rule a Remedy 
Like the Present. 
From the Kansas City Times. 

Rev. T. De Witt Talmage, the noted Brooklyn 
divine, who lectured under the atispices of the W. 
C. T. U. at Music hall last night, was seen at the 
Coates house yesterday evening by a Times re- 
porter and was questioned in regard to his views ou 
the strike, Mr. Talmage said: 

‘These conflicts between labor and capital could 
best be settled by the observance of the golden 
rule, as laid down by Christ: ‘Do ye unto otaers as 
you would havethem do unto you,’ and when 
that principle becomes dominant and generally 
recognized, asitis bouud to be, there will be an 
end of strikes and bad blood. Laborand Capital 
are absolutely dependent on each other—what 
affects one affects the other. All such differences, 
&8 Well as the quarrels of natious, will ereloug be 
settled by peaceful arbitration. Violence settles 
nothing, and in my opinion the day of violence is 
almost over. Nothing can be settied byit. and 
level headed Christian men will ere long take such 
mattersin hand and settle them speedily and 
peacefully.”’ 

When asked whether he thought these frequent 
labor troubles the outgrowth of tbe oppression of 
labor by monopolies, he said: “These enormous 
properties always imply large individual) fortunes, 
and that implies co-existing poverty and want; as 
in eastern countries you see vast and costly cathe- 
drals and immense private estates, and that means 
poverty among the masses. That is what is the 
matter with Ireland and England today. The 
Bible aptly represents society asa body. Taking 
that figure to illustrate. Suppose a man should 
have a head as large as a bushel measure, it wou! 
be at the expense of the rest of the body, weaken. 
ing and destroying the otherorgans. So with so- 
ciety. When large fortunes are accumulated, 
where there are unvatural distortions of wealth, 
there must be correspouding want and ema- 
ciation. 

‘Nothing presses itself upon me so hard as the 
battle for bread. I see it everywhere, in the faces 
of nearly all the men I meet on the street, and in 
every department of life; everywhere it is the same 
thing—the great struggle of the world is the battle 
for bread. Mentalk of Waterloo, Sedanand Get- 
tysburg as the great battles ofthe world, but they 
are not. To my mind the greatestin the annals of 
the world is the battle for bread. This is not the 
thirty years war, but the war of centuries,’’ con. 
tinned the doctor with animation, “andI ascribe 
the continuance and ferocity of the struggle to the 
idea of supply and demand (the mot infamous 
firm on earth that hasso long prevaijed in this 
country. Thatisatheory in which there is no 
truth, no sense and no Christianity. People harp 
about supply and demand. ffjwhen the  nestior 
should be, not how much can! get yon for, 
bow much can I afford to give’? Whatcan the 
borer live on? and then pay him that irrespoctive 
of what other people pay. Thusonly can I fulfil 
my obligations to God.” 

Mr. Talmage said much in the same strain. and 
then gave hisideas of how the present troubles 
can be settled, which are the same he presented in 
his lecture last night.

Rates to Savannah. 
From the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

Commissioner Ogden, of the southern pool, 
is having smooth sailing at the very outset of his 
administration. When he entered upon the @is- 
charge of his duties rates in the territory of the 
southein lines were decidedly shaky and unsettled, 
with every prospect of becoming more so. While 
the new commissioner has not received any 
great proportion of credit for diplomatic 
ability, he is known to be a thorough,practical and 
experienced railroad man, posted in every detail 
of the freight business, and it is an indisputable 
fact, that good fortune has at least followed him 
into the Southern association. Not long since the 
Globe-Democrat announced arevision of the shat- 
tered tariff to southern points, and now comesa 
restoration of rates to Savannah, Ga., which have 
been unsettled since the firstof February, owing 
to cuts made by local lines to the point named. 
Yesterday General Agent Cassetty, of the 
Louisville and Nashville, was in receipt of notit- 
cation that the special rates effective February 1, 
1886, on flour in sacks, 27 cents; grain, brau and 
meal, 24 cents; flour, hominy and grits, in barrels, 
50 cents, East St. Louis to Savannah, will be with- 
drawn tomorrow, March 23, and the regular class 
rates will be restored, which are as follows: Fiour, 
in sacks, 34 cents per hundred pounds; grain, bran 
and meal, 29 cents, and flour, hominy and grits, in 
barrels, 60 cents per barrel. The rate on bran is 
now in effect. 

Getting it Down Fine. 

An important labor saving innovation has 
been introduced in the transportation department 
of the Pennsylvania railroad. It is a new cipher 
system put into effect a few days ago for the first 
time in the official business of the department. 
For instance such sentences and parts of sentences 
as ‘‘Have you cars No. etc.”’ “Where are cars No. 
etc” “Porward cars No. etc ,”’ which must of ne- 
cessity occur frequently in the telegraphic business 
of the department, are designated by a Cipher. 
The new system, which also ptovides ciphers for 
every word thatis used often in this department 
of a road, itis calevlated will save about half the 
telegraphing used in the old system. 


Rebilling Wanted in Louisville. 


The freight agents of the associated roads 
of Kentucky; Tennessee and Alabama were in ses- 
sion in Louisville Thursday. A committee of 
flour and grain men waited upon Commissioner 
Ogden and entered arequest that Louisville be 
allowed the privilege of rebilling, thus getting the 
benefit of the pro rate on the through charges for 
grain and flour shipped from East St. Louis tothe 
southeast. The general freight agents considered 
the request, and being unable to agree it was re- 
ferred tothe board of control. The latter will, 
doubtless, refer it, along with other matters to be 
decided, to an arbitrator who is yet to be Chosen. 


A Big Tunnel. 


The mammoth tunnel on the Cascade branch 
of the Northern Pacific railroad will be the largest 
in America, except the Hoosac. It will be 9,50 
feet, bored through solid rock. The summit of the 
mountain is 1,150 feet above the tunnel, so that 
there bas been no possible chance to make an air 
shaft, and the work is prosecuted from poth ends, 
The tunnel will enable the Northern Pacific to 
cross the same range of mountains at an elevation 
of 2,850 feet that the Central Pacific crosses at an 
elevation of 7,500 feet. 

An Atlanta Invention, 

Mr. Watson Fuller, of Atlanta, received 
patent papers yesterday for a station indicator, 
which operates on the fallowing plan: Beside each 
passenger “ar seat will be a case containing a slip 
with the station names printed thereon. These 
cases Will be operated all at once from the end of 
the car, and the train man, instead of calling the 
station, simply operates the station indicator, and 
the name of the station appears op the face of the 
indicator. The indicator also shows the name and 
distance to the next station.

This speech, which was in thorough accord with 
the manliest spirit of the time when it was uttered 
i moral mile-post from 
we can measure the great advyauce 
made. in the popular opinion ou 
the subject of dueling in a comparatively short 
time. Ifa member of either house of congress 
were today to apologize in a speech in the capitol 
for the practice of duelling it would probably be 
the death knell to his political ambition, It would, 
at least, mark him asa victim of that uncompro. 
mising public opinion which in every part of this 

country has set the seal of its condemnation on 
dueling and abolished “the code.” 


This sudden and almost universal abol ition of a 
custom 80 en tangled with the highest cenceptions 
of honor, so firmly fixedin social ethics, and so 
softened as to the real features of its barbaric cru- 
elty, by a gentleness and courtesy that preserved 
the romance of medieval knighthood, is indeed 
remarkable. Itis probably the best single prooi 
that could be offered of the advance of our people 
in good morals and true culture. 


It had been twenty-one years since Terry killed 
Broderickin ‘honorable combat"’ when he receive! 
@ signal blow of popular condemnation /{ 
the deed. He was 4 candidate {o: 
elector at large on the Hancock and Eaglish 
ticket in California in  1S80. Hancock 
Swept the state. Every district was earried by the 
democrats and a solid democratic delegation 
was sent tocongress. Judge Terry ran thousands o! 
votes bebind his ticket and was defeated, while al! 
his associates on the democratic ticket were elected. 
The only argument used against nim was that he 
hac killed Broderick in a duel. 


The last retreat of the doomed custom was Vir- 
ginia. After it had been abjured almost every- 
where else it seemed to flourish there. This was 
because of the peculiar political complications in. 
thatstate which brought men intosharp persona! an- 
tagonism. In theheated campaigns of 18s0an‘! |! 
personal difficulties were numerous, and fr 
expeditions were made tothe “field of honor 
While most of those engaged in this deplorabic 
business, were men ef unquestioned courage, tie 
per centage of damage to the number of duels was 
sO small asto bring these combats into general 
ridicule. Theterm ‘Virginia duel’’ was coined 
and is still extant toexpress and affair with al! 
the pomp and ceremony ofa bloodyencounter minus 
the blood. Gentlemen were known to fight two or 
three terrific duels a day at ten paces, with pistols 
Carrying a small grape shot, and at six o’elock on 
the evening of the eventful day to show up at the 
club as serenely as if nothing had happened, The 
thing became _ ridiculous, and the sensible 
people of Virginia laughed 
ol existence within their borders, as 
Cervantes smiled away the chivalry of Europe— 
but much more speedily. 


An intelligent Virginia gentleman, who was, un- 
til late years, a believer in “the code,” told me the 
otherday that dueling was dead in hisstate. He 
said that the crystallization ofthe best public opine 
ion in thatstaic against it within the past two 
years had been simply wonderful, 
and that there was not a 
county in Virginia where a man would not now 
elevate himself higher in the opinion of the peo- 
ple by declining a challenge than by accepting 
one. 


There never was a time in a truly civilized 
country when men did not revolt from the thought 
of slaying or being slain in these deliberate com- 
bats. Men who facea each other with deadly wea 
pons to fight to the death often 
had no animosity. They were slaves 
to acustom which had drifted from barbarism into 
Civilization; to an idea which had held its place 
in some hard portion of the popular conscience: 
untouched by the infinences that were beantify- 
ing and refining all the other sentiments of the 
popular heart. 

Public opinion bolstered duelling into an un- 
natural prolongation of iitssway. Now that pub 
lic opinion has notonly withdrawn its support, but 
has lifted its implacable cry againrt the miserable 
custom it must go. The world has sekiom been 
rid of a worte institution. Mankind has seldom 
been liberated from a more tyrannical or a more 
cruel habit. 


The duel of the future, the fatal combat which 
must sometimes come between man and man, will 
be inthe mad burst of passion, not in the cold 
and calculating exercise of the art of killing 
our fellow creatures. The formal challenge 
hiding beneath its smooth and artificial courtesy 
the dark design of death; the mathematical pacing 
of the line, at each end of which men are tostand 
and try to murder each other; the hair-trigger, the 
accomplished second, and the surgeon calmly 
awaiting his opportunity—against all these, the 
voice of civilization, of justice, of humanity, is 
raised inthe ery which will not be disobeyed— 
‘Away with them!”

A MYSTERY CLEARED. 


THE BODY OF A NEGRO FOUND ON 
‘THE CREEK BOTTOM. 

The Bed Fate of a "Possum Hunter in South Caro- 

Mme—A Mississippi Feud in Which a Woman 

is Killed—Other News From Ali Parts 
of the South Given in Detail.

@uesterFiriy, §. ©. March 26.—For 
tite months the people of this seciion 
have been divided in opinion over 
the strange disappearance of Peter 
Chambers, colored, many holding to the 
opinion that he had been foully murdered by 
@ party of ‘possum hunters, and his body se- 
creted. It appears that a few days. before 
Christmas, a party consisting of W. D. Wells, 
a white man, with Peter Chambers, Billy San- 
ders and other colored men, went out into the 
woods after dark on a ’possum hunt. The 
next morning the party, with the exception of 
Chambers, appeared. In relation to the muiss- 
ing wan, they stated that on their way along 
Thompson’s creek, Chambers drank so freely 
that he wasa hindrance to the hunt. They 


_ built a fire, and placing the drinking man by 


it, left him there, intending to call for him on 
theirreturn. They found their nothing but 
the embers of the fire, and supposed that 
(Chambers had turned homeward. 

Several hundred men, principally negroes, 
set out to scour the woods. The failure to 
discover the body led the negroes to charge 
the murder upon Sanders. A few nights later 
Sanders found his cabin surrounded bya how!- 
ing horde of masked men, who chalienged 
bim to come out. His only answer was a few 
discharges from his rifle, and pending the 
confusion thus created, he made his escape 
through the mob into the woods, where he hid 
out for several days. Subsequently eight men 
were arrested and tried for riot, but owing to 
the failure to identify them they were dis- 
charged. These proceedings left the commu- 
nity in an inflamed condition. 

Several days ago while D. F. Crawford was 
clearing his land lying along the creek he was 
marscir Be to find the body of a dead man on 
the creek bottom. Before Trial Justice 
Rankin, assisted by Dr. Kalleck, the body was 
established to be that of the missing Chambers. 
As there were no marks of violence on the 
body the only “conclusion left was that the 
man walked into the creek and was drowned, 
and that the waters, which had been high all! 
winter, having fallen, the body was exposed 
to view, thus clearing away the mystery which 
placed a cloud over the reputations of honest 
men. 


Will not See the Dogwood Blossom. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., March 26.—The body 
of William Meyers was found hanging to a 
dogwood tree in Loudon county. Heput the 
rope over a limb of the tree. wrapping it twice 
around the limb, and made a loop in each end 
of it. He then placed a heavy piece of wood 
in one of the loops. He pulled off his shoes 
and socks, took offhis breeches and drawers 
put bis right leg through the loop that held 
the log, drew himself upand put the other 
loop around his neck, then fell back and died 
of strangulation. When found he was hang- 
ing cold and stiff, by hisnmeck and right leg. 
His shoes were near, with his socks in them, 
and his pants and drawers were folded and 
laid on the ground near his shoes. 

Shooting a Woman While Down. 

VICKSBURG, Miss., March 26.—Cooper Shel- 
ton’s wife was fined five dollars for abusing a 
colored farmer named Moore. In retaliation 
Shelton went to Moore’s house and called 
Moore out. Mrs. Moore followed, and when 
they approached Shelton they saw a pistol in 
his hands. Moore immediately ran back to 
the house and Shelton fired upon the woman. 
The ball took effectin her back, but she did 
not fall, whereupon, to prevent her escape, he 
knocked her down with a heavy stick, and 
while she lay on the ground he fired two more 
plots into her body, leaving her dead, 


Merry for Convicted Ravishers. 

WILMINGTON, N.C., March 26.—Theré is 
much indignation here over the action of 
Governor Scales, in commuting the death sen- 
tence of a negro, convicted of raping a white 
girl in thiscity. The effect of this excitement 
is to render unsafe the life of another colored 
ravisher now in jail here. The people feel 
that, after curbing their indignation and 
awaiting the slow process of law, ifthe gov- 
ernor is to step into the relief of unpardonable 
criminals, then the-people had better wreak 
vengeance when they can. 

A Boy Abducted. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. March 26.—[Special.j— 
Yesterday, near the city, James Thomas, a 
small negro boy, was §abducted by a white 
man. The boy was playing with a companion, 
when the man drove up and told him to go 
with him and hold his horses. He promised 
the boy nice clothes and plenty of candy. 
Neither the man nor the boy has been heard 
of since. The boy’s mother is nearly dis- 
tracted. She has not eaten a mouthful since 
her son was abducted. 


For Life in the Pen. 

TALLAHASSEE, Fla., March 26.—Frank Low- 
rie, the murderer of Vanderburg, has been 
found guilty and sentenced for life to the pen- 
itentiary. . After the murder Lowrie returned 
to his home, South Carolina, where no suspi- 
cion existed of his crime. Fearing pursuit, he 
fled thenee to Knoxville, Tenn., where he was 
arrested on requisition from Governor Perry, 
of this state, and brought back. 


A Bad Beginning. 

RICHMOND, Va., March 26.—Robert Cook, a 
convict from Spottsylvania, sentenced to 
three years in penitentiary, has made 
a bad beginning. While in Spottsylva- 
nia jail he suffered with pneumonia and was 
taken from his cell and placed in the hall of 
the jail, where he set fire to a portion of the 
wood work. He then removed several bricks 
and made his escape. He was captured ia 
about fifteen days. 


The Course of a Bullet. 


FRANKLIN, Tex., March 26.—A son of Judge 
Griffin dropped a six-shooter, when, the ham- 
mer striking on the toe of his boot, an explo- 
sion followed and the ball struck him in the 
thigh, ranged upward and came out on the 
other side and passed on through the ceiling of 
the house. He was putting the pistol in the 
drawer when the accident occurred.

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THE CALERA EXPLOSION. 


A Heartrending Scene Among the Dead an: 
the Dying. . 

CALERA, Ala., March 26.—The scene yester- 
day, following the fatal explosion of the Calera 
company’s saw mill boiler, was one of thrilling 
interest. The explosion brought the inhabi- 
tants of the town hurrying te the spot, where 
they found the surrounding buildings in 
flames, the roof of the mill scattered in all 
directions, and clouds of white steam, followed 
by black smoke in the air. The fireman, Joe 
Robc rtson, was found lying crushed and dead, 
nearly all his clothes being torn froin his 
body, and his flesh scalded with the muddy 
eediment from the boiler. Mr. Jesse Pilgreen, 
superintendent of the mill, was not found. 
He was covered in the ruins and the flames 
spread so rapidly that his dead body could 
not be recovered, and was, consequently, cou- 
sumed. William Fletcher, another employe, 
was taken out and carried to an adjacent saw- 
dust pile. He was badly scalded over the 
body and had several wounds about the head. 
His sufferings were awful, the indications be- 
ipg that he had swallowed some 
of the superheated steam. He 
died later. His mother was 
by his side and her lamentations were heart- 
rending. She knelt and in a fervent voice 
prayed God to spare her boy. Berry Robert- 
son was taken out in a terribly broken condi- 
tion. He was scalded and cut about the face 
and head and his eyes were both closed by the 
heat and his recovery is doubtful. Relatives 
and friends gathered around and the cries of 
Joe Robertson had but re- 
ceptly married a lovely young girl and the 
shock of his sudden and awful death seemed to 
deprive herof reason. She raved and ran 
about like wild, and was only restrained by 
strovg arms from doing herself violence. Mean- 
while the mill was consum¢d and about 150,- 
000 feetof lumber, The loss is put by Mr. 
Nels n, president of company, at $10,000, with 
no insurance. Everything is being done by 
the company to alleviate the sufferings of the 
survivors and to comfort the afflicted relatives. 
The members of the Calera lana company were 
making an inspection of the property, and 
had just passed through the mill. As they 
left the building and climbed the adjacent 
slope for the purpose of examining some min- 
eral Jands, the explosion occurred. In the 
party were Mr. Nelson, Colonel Thomas, G. 
Jones, H.C. Moses and other prominent citi- 
zens, 

At a meeting of the land company held late- 
ly it was resolved ‘‘that, as a further evidence 
of the sympathy of the members of the company 
here present, it is the sense of this meeting 
that the general manages of this company 
make suitable provisions at the expense of the 
company for the burial of the dead and the 
care of the wounded, and to aid the families of 
the sufferers.”

A Proposition to Give One-Half to Georgia 
and the Other Half to Alabama. 
TALLAHASSEE, Fla., March 26.—The discus- 
sion now going on regarding the alleged aux- 
iety of west Florida to be annexed to Ala- 
bama is regaréed with amusement here. Some 
of the earnest advocates of the scheme in Ala- 
bama seem to think that west Fioridians 
would esteem themselves in heaven if they 
could be represented in the statehouse at 
Montgomery. It is suggested in Jacksonville, 
which would like to be the state capital, that 
west -lorida, inciuding this city, might be 
given to Alabama for nothing. That proposi- 
tion, however, is met by the counter offer here 
to swap off eastern Florida, Jacksonville in- 
cluded, to Georgia, thus ridding the state of 
the consumptive sanitarium.

‘Intended to Cover Cases Like the Carrollton

CASEY YOUNG ON THE STAND. 


He Thinks the Bell People Made a Big Noise 
in the Papers. 

WASHINGTON, March 26.—Casey Young was 
again on the stand before the telephonic in- 
vestigating committee today. Witness having 
reiterated his former statement that no appli- 
cation except that of Dr. Rogers had been 
made to the attorney general to bring suit for 
the Pan Electic company. Ranney read from 
the record of the Baltimore teiephone suit an 
extract from the attorney general’s letters to 
the president, saying he had been approached 
by Young, Van Benthuysen and others, who 
wanted him to bring suit for the Pan Electric 
ccmpany, and that he declined to hear them, 
because he was a stockholder in the company. 
Ranney pointed to the apparent conflict of 
statements, and asked if the attorney general's 
Statements were true. Young declined to 
answer until the authenticity ofthe letter had 
been estublished. The copy, he said, was part 
of a brief of the Bell company, certified to by 
two newspapers and one of the Bell lawyers. 
He did not regard that as evidence in the case. 
Ranney, however, persisted in his question, 
and Mr. Young replied emphatically that the 
Pan-Electric company was not mentioned in 
the interview. ‘I can show that the state- 
ment is a mistake, if you want me to,” 
he said carelessly, “but I suppose you 
den’t.”’ He was willing to swear 
most distinctly and positively that 
“Pan Electric” was not mentioned in the in- 
terview. Hanback inquired what witness 
meant by stating on his direct examination 
that this investigation had been caused by the 
Pellccmpany. Did he mean thatthe Worid, 
Sun and Tribune had been influenced by that 
ccmpaby’ The witness replicd: “I donot say 
that these papers sympathize with the Bell 
company, but I will say there is not another 
corporation inthe United States that coull 
have commanded the influence, and made so 
much noise in the newspapers ”’

DRAKE'S; DEATH.

ON THE GIBBET IN THOMASTON 
YESTERDAY. 


Hanging of John Drake for the Murder of His 
Wite—The Story of a Most Brutal Crime—The 
Doomed Man’s Perfumed Cigar—A 
Letter Read From the Scaffold. 


THOMASTON, Ga., March 26.—[Special.J— 
Full six thousand people crowded the streets, 
alleys and by ways of Thomaston today to 
Witness the execution of John Drake, Who 
murdered his wife some fifteen months ago. 
Such was the interest, or rather curiosity, pre- 
vailing that peopie began coming into the 
town the night before, camping as near the 
jail'as possible. Strange and unnatural curi- 
osity that, which brings men, women and chil- 
dren for miles to look upon so terrible a sight. 
The morning was bright, and the clouds of red 
dust, rolling over the streets, gave the little 
mcuntain City an air of unusual and exciting 
activity. At 10 o'clock, thesheriff went tothe 
jail, in company with Reverends Timmons and 
Caldwell, whose presence had been requested 
by the doomed man. When they went in, 
they found Drake in splendid spirits. He 
talked freely and without the slightest unea- 
siness, displaying phenomenal nerve. Hetold 
the ministers that he bad been “washed whiter 
than snow by the blood of the Lamb, and that 
he was prepared to meet bis God.” 

PERFU MED CIGARS, 

When Drake was asked if he wanted any- 
thing to eat he replied: “No, I’ve eaten a 
hearty breakfast, but would like to have some 
good cigars, and before you send them please 
put some perfume on them.” He led in pray- 
er, Which was sensible and tothe point. He 
asked forgiveness for his enemies aud blessings 
for his friends. Drake is an educated negro 
and uses good language. Heis a barber by 
trade, and has always borne a creditable repu- 
tation. 

At twelve o'clock Sheriff Foster read the 
death warrant to tho prisoner, during the 
reading of which not the slightest sound was 
heard, save the low, measured words of death. 
The sheriff then tied the hangman’s knot 
about Drake’s neck, and ordered the Upson 
County Guards, whom he had ordered out, to 
epen the doors and prepare for the march to 
the gallows. Drake walked out between the 
sheriff and his deputy. He stopped as soon as 
he passed out the door, and looking over the 
throng of black faces, remarked that he had 
a very good congregation. He then got 
into the hack, pulled the rope up in 
his lap and asked for a cigar. He was handed 
a fragrant brand, which he lighted and placed 
between his lips with an airthat would have 
done credit toa latterday “‘dude.’’ His father 
then got in the hack together with a colored 
consequential divine. The military then 
formed a line on the other side of the hack 
and began the march. During the ride Drake 
would curl the smoke upward with a pleasant 
smile on his face, and an occasional tip of his 
bat to some friend in the crowd. The way to 
the gallows led right by the spot where Drake 
committed the crime. As he passed it he 
simply turned his head. 

IN THE SHADOW OF DEATH. 

_ When the gallows was reached the man of 
iron nerve jumped lightly from his seat in the 
hack and remarked that it “was a beautiful 
day.” He then asked for another cigar, which 
your correspondent gave him. This was John 
Drake’s jast earthly smoke. The gallows was 
of simple structure, but did its horrid work 
with “neatness and dispatch.” Around on the 
bills, which made a perfect amphitheater, 
stood 6,000 people, with 6,000 hearts beating 
with excitement and pity. The crowds con- 
sisted chiefly of negroes. 

Drake, the sheriff and two ministers walked 
up the steps together, where the former took 
a seat, and through the smoke from his cigar 
viewed the immense mass of people, The min- 
ister asked that all join in the song: 

‘*There is a fountain filled with blood.”’ 

Such a choir never assembled in the little 
town before. The noise, for it was only a cross 
between amoan and a groan, was simply appal- 
ling. After the song the ministerled in prayer. 
Drake hungto his cigar. Asthey arose from 
prayer Drake pulled a paper from his pocket 
and began reading. It was written the day 
before his death and was well written, in a 
plain legiblehand. During the reading his 
voice was full and strong, andthere was uot 
the slightest shake of the hand, the follow- 
ing is a copy of the paper: 

| hope you ail may remember to read the 3d 
chapter Col., the 18th and 1th verses; also read 
the 6th chapter Ephesians; also the 5th chapter, 
from the 20th to 26th verses. ‘‘Love one another.”’ 

It was not because 1 was raised wrong that 
caused me to committhisterriblecrime. I obeyed 
my parents and livea gm genta & I married a 
woman that did not care for me, nordid she fol- 
low my counselsor obey my reasonable commands. 
Oh, friends, when you find a person that won't 
obey their parents, they are on the high road to 
the bad, and their fate is even now written. The 
wife of my bosom paid her respects to another man 
and not me. He sought her love, and in her weak- 
ness she fell. In four or five months after 1 was 
married I found that she wes becoming distant and 
cold tome. Thus itcontinued to the day when, 
overcome by mad jealousy, fired by the hatred in 
my bosom, I committed the deed for which I now 
hang. Young men, never marry a woman who 
does not obey her parents, for if you do life will be 
ope wild scene of misery and woe. The young 
girls must do the same. Do not marry for thesake 
of saying you are married. The serpent tempted 
the woman and the woman tempted the man, and 
so it all comes that way. God bless you all, 

When he completed the reading of the con- 
fession he then asked to be allowed to lead in 
prayer. Hestill swang to his cigar. The 
prayer was not in keeping with his prayer ia 
the jail,but was more of a dispairing wail. His 
mother and father then went on the gallows 
and bid bim good bye, Strange to say that 
was the most unfeeling thing of the occasion. 
His mother was very quict, while his father 
locked as if he was bidding him a short good 
by. The sheriff asked Drake if he desired to 
say anything else, andhe repled not. Theu 
he tied his feet and hands and drew out the 
black cambric cap which he drew over his 
face. All this time Drake stood 
as erect and firm as a 
post, not betraying the = slightest emotion 

THE TRAP SPRUNG. 

The sheriffthen bid the wretched man 
“eood-bye’”’ and walked down on the ground, 
preparatory tospringing the trap. Such a 
movement! <A jerk,a thud, and John Drake, 
the Upson county wife murderer, was hurled 
into the dark, depthless beyond. The fail 
was about six feet, but failed to break his 
neck. The trap was sprung at just seven 
minutes past one, and he was,not pronounced 
dead until 2 o’clock. It would have been im- 
possible for a man to have shown more courage 
than did he. 

THE CRIME. 

Ov the morning of the 27th of Decemper, 1581,the 
quiet town of Thomaston was thrown into a ter- 
rible state of excitement caused by a most brutal 
murder of Ella Drake, wife of John Drake, a negro 
barber. An investigation renealed the fact that 
her skull had been crushed with an ax, her throat 
cut and the house set on fire in order 
to burn the body and cover the 
great crime that had been committed. The fire 
Was discovered and extinguished before the body 
had been very badly burned. John Drake and his 
wife lived near the colored Methodist church in 
northern partof the town, and circumstances 

ointed to John asthe murderer of his wife and 
€ was arrested by the marshals, 8. B. Allen and 
S.W.D. Caraway, and Coroner J. W. Bball was 
sent for, and when he arrived he had a jury em- 
panel d and proceeded to hold an inquest. — 

Aiter Drake was arrested, and while the coroner 
was being sent for and preparing for the trial, Mar- 
shals Allen and Caraway worked up the case as 
best they could in the short time, and furnished 
the coroner with a list of witnesses. After a full 
investigation the jury returned a verdict charging 
Jobn Drake with the murder of his wife. John 
was then lodged in jail and was tried st the Janu- 
ary term of Upson superior court in 1555, and after 
a fair tria), (being represented by able counsel.) he 
was found guilty of murder and sentenced to hang 
on the 20th of March, 1885. His case was 
carried to the supreme court, — and 
there argued by Judge A. . | Speer, 
but the supreme court confirmed the decision of 
the court below, and John was re-sentenced by 
Judge Boynton at the January term of Upson su- 

erior court, 1886, to hang the 26th of March. After 

ohn was re-sentenced, a petition signed by quite 
a number of citizeas was presented to the gov- 
ernor, asking him to commute the sentence of 
death to imprisonment for life, but after a careful 
examination of the evidence the governor re- 
fused to interfere with the sentence of the court.

THE WIFE OF A DECATUR STRE&T 
CARPENTER LEAVES HOME. 


A Man and Wife Eat Thsir Supper lrogether—Tue 
Husband Leaves for a Store and Remains 
Awey an Bour—He Returnsto Pind His 
Wife Gone—A Fruitless Search. 


Down on Decatur street, near the scene of 
the Jackson-McDowald tragedy of eighteen 
months ago, quite an excitement prevails over 
the mysterious disappearance of a lady. 

The lady is Mrs. H. L. Myers. 

Mrs. Myers lives at 295 Decatur, with her 
husband, who is a hard working carpenter. 
On Thursday afternoon, last, when Mr. Myers 
went to his home from his shop, No. 11 Ivy 
street, he found his wife preparing supper for 
him. The meal was not quite ready, and Mr. 
Myers 

WENT TO THE SITTING ROOM, 
and, picking up a paper, began reading. Ina 
short time, however, his wife announced that 
supper was ready,and arm in arm the hus- 
band and wife walked from the sitting room 
to the dining room, where a dainty little meal 
was awaiting them. Mr. and Mrs. Myers have 
no children, and alone they ate their supper. 
The couple bas always been remarkably de- 
voted and during the meal they conversed 
pleasantly. After their hunger had been 
satisfied Mr. and Mrs. Myers returned to the 
sitting room, where they remained a short 
time, as was their custom. Then Mrs. Myers 
started back to the dining room to set things 
strait, and as 
SHE PASSED OUT THE DOOR 

her husband arose from,the chair, and pickiug 
up his hat, said: 

“TI will goup toa store fora few minutes to 
attend tosome business and will be back by 
the time you are through with you work.” 

He then passed out the front door, and clos- 
ing it behind him, started upthe street. At 
the store Mr. Myers met several friends with 
whom he began talking. The crowd was a 
pleasant one, the conversation agreeable aad 
Mr. Myers remained much longer than he in- 
tended. About nine o'clock he left the store 
and returned to his home. He had been ab- 
sent nearly two hours, which was 

SOMETHING RATHER UNUSUAL 
for him as he is quite a domestic man. After 
entering the front door Mr. Myers hurried to 
his room, expecting to find his wife awaiting 
bis return, butshe was not there. He then 
stepped back into the hallway and called bis 
wife's name gently, fully expecting to see her 
come out of the dining room, but she dtd not 
appear, peither was there an answer to\nis 
call. ‘Then hecalled louder, but again recety- 
ed no response. Somehow this caused a teels 


ing of uncasiness to creepover Mr. Myers, aud \ 


with uncertain steps he started to the dining 
room. As he laid his hand on the door knob 
it trembled so that he could hardly turn it, and 
when the door opened 

THE ROOM WAS PITCH DARK. 

Mr. Myers then sought the kitchen, where 
he found the same darkness only. Drawinga 
match from his pocket, Mr. Myers struck it, 
and by the short-Jived light saw that the 
kitchen was neat and clean. He knew then 
that his wife had finished ber evening’s work, 
and thinking thatshe had gone to some of 
his neighbors he started out to find her. He 
called at several houses, but could find no 
trace of Mrs. Myers. As he went from one 
house to another and received no tidings of 
her, the feeling of nneasiness grew upon him, 
and finally, half wild with grief and fear of 

SOME TERRIBLE CALAMITY, 
he returned to his home. Immediately after 
entering histroom‘he noticed that the wardrobe 
door was ajar. Mechanically he opened the 
door and the first thing that attracted his at- 
tention wasthe wrapper his wife had worn 
that evening. This indicated that she had 
changed her dress, anda further investiga- 
tion showed that a black dress and a hat were 
gone. Mr. Meyrscould not understand the 
meaning of his discovery, and after waiting 
until nearly midnight, hoping each minute to 
see his wife return, he arose and locking up 
everything went 
DIRECT TO POLICE HEADQUARTERS 

where he reported the matter. Yesterday 
morning every member ofthe department 
was instructed to keep a close watch for Mrs. 
Myers, but upto midnight last nothing had 
been heard fromher. During the day yes- 
terday several friends of the family joined in 
the search, but without accomplshing any- 
thing. 

Mrs. Myers is about forty-five years of age. 
She will weigh one hundred and sixty-five 
pounds and is five feet six imches high. Her 
eyes are gray, and her hair is lhght. She 
wore a plain gold ring on the middle finger of 
her left hand. Her husband is quite uneasy 
about her.

A PLAYED-OUT PAVEMENT. 


Peachtree Street Property Owners Want a 
Better Pavement Pat Down. 

At twelve o’clock yesterday a large number 
of Peachtree street property owners met at 
the office of Major Livingston Mims to con- 
sult over the unsatisfactory condition of the 
street pavement. 

On motion of ex-Governor Bullock Major 
Mims was called to preside and a CONSTITU- 
TION reporter who was present was made s¢c- 
retary. 

Major Mims explained the object of the 
meeting. Peachtree street people, he said, had 
been persecuted. They had been heavily 
taxed for a street pavement, with the under- 
standing that the city would keep up the 
pavement, but the city had failed to perform 
its part of the agreement. The major said 
the street was so insufferably bad that 
walking was better than riding on 
it, Thecity had done nothing to speak of. 
One poor fellow was put to work on the street 
but he was so lonezome he quit. The dump- 
ing of rocks into the street in the way it 15 
now going on, the major’said,fwas adding in- 
sult toinjnry. Hesaid the Peachtree street 
people were certainly the most amiable peo- 
ple in the world to have stood the imposition 
so long. 

To that the entire meeting nodded approval 
and about five minutes was spent in a discus- 
sion of whether or not Peachtree street had 
ever hada manin thecity council. It was 
agreed that Alderman Gramling, of West 
Peachtree, was a good friend of the street. 

Major Smyth said Peachtree had not been 
paved according to macadam specifications. 
That Macadam would turn overin his grave 
if he should hear such work called macadam 
paving. 

Ex. Governor Bullock said some of the rocks 
on the street could not get through a six inch 
ring. 


It was stated that the city had agreed to | 


give the property owners credit for the maca- 
dam work if it was ever decided to use the 
belgian blocks. 

Mr. Don Bain spoke up quickly, saying no- 
body wanted belgian blocks. 

Colonel Ben Abbott said he wanted asphalt. 
He said it was smooth and would result in 
less dust and noise. 

Major Mims suggested that committees be 
appointed to consult with the council, to in- 
vestigate the status of affairs and to see what 
could be done. 

Colonel Abbott introduced the following 
resolution: 

Resolved, That a committee of five be appointed 
ot which the chairman ofthis meeting shall be 
ex-officio chairman to confer with the city author- 
ities, and totake the whole subject ofthe new 
pavement into consideration and see whiat ar- 
rangemelts can be made for putting down a new 
pavement on Peachtree street, rnd report to this 
Inet ‘ing at an early day. 

“Tie resolution was agreed to, and the com- 
mitfee.was named, as follows: Major Minis, 
chairman; Colonel B. F. Abbott, Mr. D. A. 
Bain, Mr. Akers and Colonel R. F. Maddox. 

On motion, the following committee was ap- 
pointed to inquire into the cost and merits of 
the different pavements, and to report to the 
next meeting of the Peachtree property own- 
ers: Major Smyth, chairman; Mr. O.C. Ful- 
ler, Major Castleman, Governor Bullock and 
Hon. Henry W. Hilliard. ; 

A discussion of the different pavements 
showed that those present were in favor of 
asphalt. There was unanimous opposition to 
belgian blocks. 

The meeting was adjourned subject to the 
callof the chainman, and with the under- 
standing that the call would be for about the 
15th of April. 

If it is decided to use asphalt the work that 
has been already done on Peachtree will not 
be lost. Most of it would have been necessary 
in putting down asphalt, if that sort of pave- 
ment had been first used.

Dr. Green also said: “When I was in 
Charlotte, N. C., where! lived for eleven 
years, 1 frequently made trips through the 
surrounding country and from what she says, 
[ suppose I must have prescribed for her. as 
she says, several times; that was years ago: and 
arriving here, where she knewl_ was stay- 
ing, she ¢videutly sent for me because shre had 
known me. She said she was taken sick while 
én route to this city. When'I firstjbegan to 
treat her I had no idea that she had given me 
an assumed name, but from the beginning she 
suffered continually with intense pains in her 
head, and on Tuesday when I called I detect- 
ed the real eause of the trouble, Her sufferings 
were intense and she soon became irrational. 
Then I searched her trunk to aseertain where 
she came from, and found in a prayer book 
Miss Julia Lock, King’s Mountain, N.C. I at 
once telegraphed the postmaster at that place, 
telling him that a woman giving her name as 
Mrs. Jones, in whose trunk a book bearing 
the name of Julia Lock, was dangerously ill, 
and asking if she had friends.
